Councilman .William T. Benson of Ward 


Six is dead. 


il was the sad news bulletined by the 


daily papers yesterday afternoon. 


It was shocking news and caused a great 


sensation, for it was almost impossible to 
>e!ieve that the popular councilman who 
but a few days since walked through the 
city, apparently in good health, had passed 
away. 


For years past he had been troubled 


periodically with hernia, and with age his 
sufferings with the illness increased. An 
operation became necessary, and realizing 
this, he made preparations and entered St. 
John's hospital Saturday. 


Yesterday morning the operation, a very 


difficult one, was performed by Dfs. Irah 
of this city, Marshall, a well known spe- 
cialist of Boston, and a number of local 
physicians and was fairly successful. 


The patient after the operation had full 


control of his mental faculties and al- 
though in a critical condition, it was hoped 
he would rally and overcome the effects of 
the operation. 


But, unhappily such was not the case 


and in the early afternoon, his nurses, the 
good sisters who were constantly at his 
bedside, became aware of a change which 
betokened the coming of death, and at his 
request a messenger was sent for a clergy- 
man. Revs. Fr. Burns, O M. I. and F'r. 
Dacey, 0. M. L, responded quickly, the 
former administering the last sacrament, 
the dying man having made his confession 
on the previous day to his pastor, Rev. Fr. 
Ronan. 


His relatives were notified of tbe ap- 


proaching end, and at 3.20 o'clock sur- 
rounded by the clergymen and sisters, ful- 
ly conscious of and weil prepared for his 
approaching end, William T. Benson, one 
of Lowell's most popular citizens closed his 
eyes in death. 


Hig Life. 


William T. Benson was 44 years of age 


and was born in Southbridge, Mass. 


When but three months old his parents' 


removed to this city, where he lived until 
his death. 


He received his early education in the 


local public schools, receiving a grammar 
school diploma. Not blessed with worldly 
goods, he entered tbe employ of L. W. 
Faulkner & Sons, upon leaving school.and 
there learned his trade, that of finishing. 


While bntanj apprentice learning his 


trade he gave evidence of qualities which 
afterwards made him popular throughout 
tbe city, namely honesty, faithfulness and 
perseverance, and he rose gradually to the 
position of foreman, of his department 
which positton'he-held for twelfe years, 
gaining by bis efforts the confidence and 
respect of both employers and workmen. 


He retired from Faulkner's, some 10 


years ago entering business for himself, 
and for the past nine years had conducted 
a successful grocery business at 162 Law- 
rence street possessing with his other good 
qualities considerable business ability. 


His political career which was without a 


blemish is mentioned elsewhere. 


His family consisted of his wife, two 


sons, now deceased, one daughter, and his 
aged mother and to these he was presuma- 
bly devoted being known throughout the 
city a veritable Home body, an affectionate 
son, loving husband and devoted father. 


The comforts of the fireside were far 


dearer to him than the passing pleasure of 
public life and be belonged to but few so- 
cieties. He was formerly a leading spirit 
in the old Celtic associates, and was prom- 
inently known in connection with the 
Knights of Columbus and Division 11, 
A. 0. H., being president of the latter so- 
ciety for a number of years. 


He was a zealous Catholic, and a faithful 


attendant of St. Peter's church in which 
parish he resided. 


To say that he will be missed, is unnec- 


essary, for men possessing so many good 
qualities, as did he, are always missed 
when removed from our midst. 
Mr. Ben 


son was a friend to everyone, and he was 
never known in public or private life to 
make an enemy, and it is a well known 
fact that on many occasions he had put 
aside his own interests to further those of 
liis friends. In the poor of Ward Six he 
took a particularly active interest, and to 
assist them, ha put away all thoughts of 
creed, and political persuasion, they were 
all alike to him. To the men who fought 
and bled for our country's flag he was a 
sincere friend, in and out of politics, and 
at the camp fire, or around the banquet 
board he tfas always an honored guest 
with the veterans. 


But, now he U dead, and a sudden gloom 


is cast over the section of the city in the 
interest of which he labored untiringly. 


He is mourned universally, and to his 


distracted family is tendered'the sympathy 
and condolence of an entire community. 
/" 
His Political Career. 


/ Mr. Benson was called upon on four dif- 
ferent occasions to serve his fellow citizens 
xjn public office. 


In 1879, after a spirited contest, he was 


chosen to the common council from Ward 
Three. Associated with him from the 
same ward were Henry P. Morris. Edward 
Cawley and Patrick A. Rogers. 


The following year he was favored with 


a re-election, and with Peter H. Donaboe, 
Patrick A. Rogers and Frank Wood, the 
deceased looked after the interests of his 
ward. 


For a time he forsook political life, but 


at the request of |a great many Ward Sis 
voters, where he then resided, he entered 
'.''" field of councilmanic candidates in 
1892, and was successful. 


In '93 the people returned him to the 


council and his name was prominently 
mentioned in connection with the presi- 
dency of the council. With the assistance 
of his friends be acquired the honorable 
position, receiving the tuirteen democratic 
votes, tbe republican votes going to James 
O'SulUvan. 


It was in this year that he displayed Ms 


unflinching democracy by holding back his 
committees until Mayor Pickman had 
named the aldermanic members. 
By this 


course the committees of the government 
were made democratic. 


This year, being re-el»cted, be again be- 


came a candidate for tbe presidency. 
It 


was conceded on all hands, after the can 
cus of tbe democratic members that Mr. 
Benson would be the next president. Bill 
all hopes vanished whtn several of the 
democratic members of the council joined 
the republicans, »od etected Mr. Sparks to 
succeed Mr. Benson. >"o out felt a defeat 
more than Mr. Benson dW tkto one.

street committee. 


Relative to the passing of tbe money, if 


any was passed, no one knows it is the 
same money, that was shown here at tbe 
investigation. If tbe testimony on this 
point came from outsiders, matters might 
be different. As it. is, I cannot consider 
the case sustained. 


After more wrangling, Councilman Bar- 


clay offered a motion that a report be sub- 
mitted at the next meeting, stating that 
the evidence offered in the charge preferred 
against Councilman Noble, is not sufficient 
to sustain the allegation. Councilman Cus- 
ty seconded the motion and it passed.

.he city. The moment was in anxious 
one, aud another foot meant still greater 
destruction. 
Already the waves were 


apping the window sills of the second 
atories of hundreds of houses. Will it go 
lighter? Eager watchers scanned the reg- 
ster, trembling with mingled hope and 
fear. 


The 35-foot mark proved an Inanrmount- 


able barrier. For an hour tbe water hung 
,t th»t point, and then, to the intense re- 
let of thousands of anxious hearts, it be- 
gan slowly to recede. 


A 9 o'clock it had fallen, a foot and wa* 


•till going dowu, slowly to be sure, but 
sorely enough to lift a terrible load from 
a multitude of hearts. All now feel that 
ihe worst has come and gone. The river 
IBS made a new record, 35 feet above low 
water. A million and a half in property 
ia» been destroyed, but so far as can be 
learned DO lives have been lost. To give 
the losses in detail will be impossible. It 
cannot even be approximated, and the 
estimate of $1,500,000 is a conservative one.

The Japanese Government is Directly

May 23.—The constitution convention, the 
members of which were elected on May 3, 
will meet on May 80. The new constitu- 
tion will be presented to the convention 
far its approval. 


The new government is to be called toe 


Republic) of Hawaii. 
Tbe 
executive 


power will be vested iu the president. Tha 
executive council will couilst of five mem- 
bers, iufttead of four as at present, a min- 
ister of health and education being added. 
The npper house will consist of 15 sen- 
ators. Senators must be 30 years old, able 
lo read aud write English, shall have re- 
sided in the islands three years, own 
property not less than $5000 in value and 
have an income of $1»X)4 year. 


The assembly or lower house is to con- 


sist ot 15 members, six from Ouhu and 
three each from tho other islands. They 
will serve two years only. A member of 
the assembly must be a citizen of Hawaii 
or of any country which has treaty rela- 
tions with Hawaii, and have resided in 
the islands for a year, able to read and 
write the English or Hawaiian language, 
except in case of those who voted in the 
recent election. 


Premnt Administration Acceptable, 
Meetings of the legislature tire to be 


held every two years. Bach session is 
limited to 90 days and neither house can 
adjourn more than two days without tbe 
consent of the other. Vhe president will 
have tho power of ve\,o, which can bo 
overruled by a two-thills vote of both 
houses It Is the present intention to 
have President Dole reappointed for a 
term of two years, possibly six, after 
which the offices will be filled by regular 
elections. 
It is more likely tbat the 


present ministers will be retained for it 
year, as their appointment rests with the 
president. 


The new constitution can be amended 


or revised in the ordinary way, but it ia 
expressly stipulated that amendments 
containing a proposition for the estab- 
lishment o£ a monarchlal form of govern- 
ment shall not be presented. Members 
of both houses are to receive WOO for each 
session. About 3750 votes were cast at 
the recent election. There was very little 
opposition on any of the islands. 


The claim is now made that when the 


republic is declared, the natives will 
make the looked-for uprising. Royalist 
leaders gar they ara ouly restrained bj 
the expressed wish of the ex-qneen, who 
still has great faith in the United States.

Whom Japan Come* In. 


The steamer Gaelic arrived here from 


Japan with H W, Irwin, the Hawaiian 
minister resident at Tokio, on board. It 
is supposed he has brought certain mes- 
sages from the Japan government in re- 
gard to the matter of granting the fran- 
chise to the subjects of the mikado in 
Hawaii. It is expected that, in the event 
of a franchise being refused to the Japan- 
ese, their government intends to cut off 
treaty relations with Hawaii and to re- 
call all Japanese iu the islands. 


If this is so, it will be a serious thing 


for the planters, as the present number ol 
contract laborers is largely "made up oi 
Japanese, and it would be next to im- 
possible to replace them in less than a 
year.

The-now government Is to bo cnllcrl thn 


Republic 
of 
Hawaii. 
The 
executive 


power will bo vested In tho president. Tho 
executive council will consist or five mom- 
liers, iifnteail of four m at present, a mln- 
jiler of health and education belug added. 
The upper house will consist of 15 sen- 
ators. Senators must he 30 years old, able 
>o read mid wrlle English, shall have re- 
sided in tho Islands three years, own 
property not less than *5000 iu value and 
lave an Income of MOO .a year. 
^The assembly or lower bouse IB to con- 
sist of 15 members, six from Onhu anil 
three each from the other islauds. They 
will serve two years only. A member of 
the assembly must ho a citizen of Hawaii 
or of auy country which has treaty ruin- 
tlons witb Hawaii, and have resided In 
tho islands for n year, ublo to read and 
write the English or Hawaiian language, 
except In case of those who voted In the 
recent election. 


TrogeDt AdminlBtratlon Acceptable. 
Meetings of Ihe legislature arc to be 


held every two years. Each nrsslon Is 
llmlti'il to 90 days and neither house can 
adjourn more than two days without Iho 
consent of the other. The president will 
have tho power of veto, which can bo 
overruled by u two-thirds vote of both 
housen. It Is tho present Intention to 
have President Dole rsappolntcd for n 
term of two years, possibly six, after 
which the offices will be rilled by regular 
elections. 
It Is morn likely tbat tho 


present ministers will be retained f o r a 
year, us their appointment rents wltb the 
president. 


The nmv constitution can be amended 


or revised In the ordinary way, but it la 
expressly stipulated that nme-mlmenls 
containing a proposition for the esUib- 
llshmeut of a monarcblal form of govern- 
ment sbnlt not be presented. Members 
of both Louses are to receive WOO for each 
nesslon. About, 3760 votes'were coat nt 
tlic recent election.

Vermont. 


AH growth was very slow In Vermont 


until the last of the week. The corre- 
spondent at Burlington reports that some 
damage was done Uy frosts to straw- 
berries and early vegetables in South 
Burlington, "some fields being entirely 
wiped out." At South Randolph the 
frost killed the grape y'nes and leaves. 
A few of the apple blossoms were turned 
brown, but it is not possible to tell yet 
whether material dgrnage has been done 
to fruit or not. Many potatoes and some 
corn hare been planted. 


SlassackuBotts. 


In Massachusetts, correspondents re- 


port that just before this rain some grass 
fields did not look so well as a week ago; 
the stalks were spindling up very thin 
and had begun to head out. Where this 
fa the case, it is thought that the ram 
will help but little, though generally it 
will thicken up and be much improved. 
Many garden seeds failed to germinate, 
and all crops were growing slowly. Quite 
a good deal of damage was done by the 
frost in the eastern and southern coun- 
ties. In eastern Massachusetts blackber- 
ries have set heavily and are nearly ready- 
to blossom. Tent caterpillars are not at 
all plenty, but canker worms are very 
thick and doing damage. They are re- 
ported from West Acton( Leominster and 
Concord.

mostly on the ground, as the wind has 
whipped the trees badly. Peas are in 
blossom in the southern counties: p >ta- 
toes have been hoed; corn is growing fclst. 


In the Wc»t and Snnth. 


For the week ending May 14, warm and 


dry weather prevailed over the entire 
eastern part of the country, except in the 
southern cotton belt, where rain was 
abundant Light frosts were felt over 
most of the northern states, but no great 
damage was done. In North Carolina to- 
bacco transplanting had been delayed by 
drought; the plants were scarce and the 
acreage small. In Missouri and West 
"Virginia there was much complaint of 
fruit dropping. Fruit prospects were re- 
ported excellent in Nebraska and Colo- 
rado. Acreage of pbtatoes largely in ex- 
cess of other years in Michigan and Wis- 
consin. Hay harvest was in progress in 
Aricona with heavy yield.

(hall be construed as requiring the ap- 
proval of the railroad commissioners to 
tbe issue by anly railroad company o£ 
capital stock or bonds duly authorized 
by this commonwealth, the proceeds of 
which are to be expended in another 
state or country, or which are to pay for 
borrowed money expended in another 
slate or country. The amendment was 
adopted, and the bill \vns passed to be en- 
grossed as amended.

Description of the 1'iece of 
Apparatus 


Which the 
Investigating Committee j 


Went to See. 
| 


The Wilmington Garbage 
crematory, 


which the committee appointed by the 
Lowell city government, on the disposal of 
garbage, went to inspect, is erected on a 
large plot of land, situated about one mile 
flow the center of the city, and adjoining 
many dwellings and the farge ship and car 
works of Ilarlan and lialliugsworth. 


Tbe building is a wooden structure, 


tightly built. 
According to the statement 


of Mr. Colqnhuln, secretary of the board of 
health of Wilmington, the crematory is 
capable of destroying i! tons of garbage 
each hour, and it requires but 20 gallons of 
oil for this amount. 


The cost is in the vicinity of 40 to 43 


cents per ton gross, but deducting the 
amount received from the sale of the ashes, 
leaves a net cost of from 20 to 22i cents 
per ton. In Wilmington the city is divid- 
ed into four districts under the watch of 
three men. There are 15 waeons which 
biing in a couple of loaiis of swill each day. 
No complaint,has ever been made that un- 
pleasant odors are emitted from the cre- 
matory. 


The crpuator is 4S feet long and 9 feet 


wide. There are ten dumping ports, and 
through any one of these, by means of a 
funnel-like arrangement the garbage is 
thrown, into the flame. The fire which 
consumes it is heated to a temperature of 
2800 degfees, and the ilame passes both 
over and under tbe garbage, so that the 
swill is thoroughly^ burned. There is a 
pipe attached to tbe cremator which ex- 
hausts air from the building, and by means 
of it all the odor and gas are pul back into 
the furnace and destroyed without being 
allowed to escape. Air is injected into the 
machine by means of an eight horse

Benighted City People in Ward Fire Saw a 


Strange ProcesBion.

Councilman William T. Benson of Ward 


Six is dead. 


Such was the sad news bulletined by the 


daily papers yesterday afternoon. 


It was shocking news and caused a great 


sensation, for it was almost impossible to 
believe that the popular councilman who 
>ut a few days since walked through the 
city, apparently in good health, had passed 
away. 


For years past he bad been troubled 


>eriodiea!!y with hernia, and with age his 
sufferings with the illness increased. An 
operation became necessary, and realizing 
this, he made preparations and entered St. 
John's hospital Saturday. 


Yesterday morning the operation, a very 


difficult one, was performed by Drs. Irhh 
of this city, Marshall, a well known spe- 
cialist of Boston, and a number of local 
physicians and was fairly successful. 


The patient after the operation had full 


control of his mental faculties and al- 
though in a critical condition, it was hoped 
be would rally and overcome the effects of 
the operation. 


But, unhappily such was not the case 


and in the early afternoon, his nurses, the 
good sisters who were constantly at his 
bedside, became aware of a change which 
betokened the coming of death, and at his 
request a messenger was sent for a clergy- 
man. Bevs. Fr. Burns, O. M. I. and Fr. 
Daeey, 0. M. I. 
responded quickly, the 


former administeiing the iast sacrament, 
the dying man having made his confession 
on the previous day to his pastor, Rev. Fr. 
Ronan. 


His relatives were notified of the ap- 


proaching end, and at 3.20 o'clock sur- 
rounded by the clergymen and sisters, ful- 
ly conscious of and well prepared for his 
approaching end, William T. Benson, one 
of Lowell's most popular citizens closed his 
eyes in death. 


His life. 


William T. Benson was 44 years of age 


and was born in Southbridce, Mass. 


When but three months old his parents' 


removed to this city, where he lived until 
his death. 


He received his early education in the 


local public schools, receiving a grammar 
school diploma. Not blessed with worldly 
goods, he entered the employ of L. W. 
Faulkner & Sons, upon leaving school,and 
there learned his trade, that of finishing. 


While but an! apprentice learning his 


trade he gave evidence of qualities which 
afterwards made him popular throughout 
the city, nsmsly honesty, faithfulness and 
perseverance, and he rose gradually to the 
position of foreman of1 his department 
which position he held .for twelve years, 
gaining by his efforts the_ confidence and 
respect of both'employers'and frorkmeu. 


He retired from Faulkner's, some 10 


years ago entering business for himself, 
and for the past nine years had conducted 
a successful grocery business at 152 Law- 
rence street possessing with his other good 
qualities considerable business ability. 
" His political career which was without a 
blemish is mentioned elsewhere. 


His family consisted of his wife, two 


sons, now deceased, one daughter, and his 
aged mother and to these he was passion- 
ately devoted being known throughout the 
city a veritable home body, an affectionate 
son, loving husband and devoted father. 


The comforts of the fireside were far 


dearer to him than the passing pleasure of 
public life and he belonged to but few so- 


ncws reached them their words of sym- 
pathy spoke volumes,

porter in his death, anil the oily has lost j 
one of tbe truest and best democrats who ' 
ever served her interests.

Shock to the Community in 


Which He Lived.

Senate Talks on Iron Ore^-The Docking

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The senate held

The house bill placed iron ore on the 
free list.and the Republicans took occasion 
to taunt tbe Democrats with inconsistency 
and with being false to their pledges to 
give the country free raw materials- when 
they obtained control of the government.

BOSTON, Mar 22.—The New England 


Weather service, United States weather 
bureau, issues the following weather-crop 
bulletin for the week ending May 21, 1S94. 


All the first part o£ the past week was 


cold, dry and windy, with frequent frosts. 
At "West Milan, N. H., the temperature 
fell-to 27° on the morning of the loth, 
and to-28" on the mornings of the 16fch 
and 17th: on the latter date ground froze 
here in many places. At Xorthfleld, Vt, 
the temperature fell to 33° on the 15th, 
84° oil the 16th and 30" on the 17th.* Ice 
formed at Holden, Me. These are ex- 
treme 
cases, 
however, and generally 


while frosts were experienced on low- 
lands, the higher groand escaped injury. 
For the week, as a whole, the temperature 
at Boston averaged nearly 3° a day below 
the normal. It was very close to the nor- 
mal at New London, Conn. 


Copious rains have fallen throughout 


New England since the 18th, ana strong, 
cold easterly winds, have prevailed. In 
northern and eastern Miiiue the rainfall 
has been from one-fourth, to oue-half an 
inch, and in south central and southern. 
Maine from one to wo inches. Slightly 
more than 'one-fourth of an inch fell in 
northern New Hampshire aud Vermont, 
and over three-fourths of an inch in the 
central and southern parts of those statt-s. 
From three-fourths of an inch to nearly one 
and one-fourth inches have fallen in north- 
eastern Massachusetts, while 1.48 inches 
fell at Hyannb on Cape-Cod and only 0.20 coucerni 
an araeudlnsnt acting that

Block Island, R. I, and three-fourths of 
an inch at Kingston, on the adjoining 
mainland. At New London the fall was 
0.61 inch; at Greenfield Hill, in the south- 
western part of the state, it was 1.33 
inches; at West Simsbury, in the north- 
western part, the fall reached 2.96 inches, 
and at South Manchester, across tlie Con- 
necticut river from the last named place, 
it was 2.24 inches. At West Simsbury the 
rainfall on the 19th and 20th was more 
than for the previous sis weeks. 


Maine. 


The correspondents from Maine report 


favorable weather for team work, and 
much has been done, but the wind has 
hindered seed sowing, and the pastures 
and newly seeded pieces have felt its dry- 
ing influence very much. Potatoes arid 
other vegetables were slightly hipped by 
frost, hut no damage has been reported to 
fruit. 
One advantage froM 
the. dry 


weather is in enabling work to be done 
on naturally wet land that could not be 
touched in average seasons. Fruit is in 
blossom, except in the extreme north, 
aud is very promising. 


New Hampshire. 


In all the central and southern parts of 


New Hampshire much, damage is re- 
ported from thr. frosts an lowlands. Be- 
side injuring very much all early plants 
that were above ground, clover was dam* 
aged, and in places fruit blossoms and 
leaves frozen. It is thought by some that 
apples and blueberries are damaged quite 
a good deal, though others think thert 
will be plenty on the trees that will 
mature. Pastures are reported very back- 
ward and poor. The correspondent at 
Graf ton reports that unless the weather 
is very favorable in June, the hay crop 
will be light. Much planting remains to 
be done in this state, though the work 
has been pushed rapidly. 


Vermont, 


All growth was very slow in Vermont 


until the last o£ the week. The corre- 
spondent at Burlington reports that souse 
damage was done by frosts to straw- 
berries and early vegetables in South 
Burlington, "some fields being entirely 
•wiped out." At South Randolph the 
frost killed the grape v'ties and leaves. 
A few of the apple blossoms -were turned 
brown, but it is not possible to tell yet 
whether material damage hus been done 
to fruit or not. Many potatoes and some 
corn have been planted. 


Massachusetts. 


In Massachusetts, correspondents re- 


port that just before this rain some grass 
fields did not look so well as a week ago; 
the stalks were spindling up VITT thin 
and had begun to head out. Where this 
is the case, it is thought that the ram 
will help but little, thouarh generally it 
will thicken up and be much improved. 
Many garden seeds failed to germinate, 
and all crops were growing slowly. Quite 
a good deal of dtttnitge was done by the 
frost in the eastern and southern coun- 
ties. IB eastern Massachusetts blackber- 
ries have set heavily and are nearly ready 
to blossom. Tent caterpillars are not at 
all plenty, but canker worms are very 
thick and doinR damage. They are re- 
ported from West Acton, Leoruinster and 
Concord. 


Rhode Inland. 


In Rhode Island little damage to fruits 


Is feared by the frost, but eurly vege- 
tables 
suffered 
slightly. 
The 
corre- 


spondent at Kingston reports that ice 
formed to the thickness of a window 
pane. Planting has not been yet com- 
pleted, though very much has been put 
in. The fruit prosppcts continue good. 


Connecticut. 


There was some damuge to strawberries 


and vegetables on lowlands in Connecti- 
cut, but as far as reported fruit was not 
injured. The wind und rain have lodged 
the rye badly in central districts, and it is 
feared that the high cold wind along the 
coast will blast much fruit. 


The correspondent at Milford states 


that one orcfyardist reports his set of pears 
mostly on the ground, as the wind has 
whipped the trees badly. Peas are in 
blossom in the southern counties; p->ta- 
toes have been hoed; corn is growing fust. 


In the West and South. 


For the week ending May 14. warm and 


dry weather prevailed over the entire 
eastern part of the country, except in the 
southern cotton belt, where rain was 
abundant. Light frosts were felt over 
most of the northern states, but no great 
damage was done. In North Carolina to- 
bacco transplanting had been delayed by 
drought; the plants were scarce and the 
acreage small. In Missouri and West 
Virginia there was much complaint of 
fruit dropping. Fruit prospects were re- 
ported excellent in Nebraska and Colo- 
rado. Acreage ol potatoes largely in ex- 
cess Of other years in Michigan and Wis- 
consin. Hay harvest was ia progress in 
Arizona with heavy yield.

HAWAII 


The Constitution Soon to 


Co Into Effect. 


OUTWNK OF THE DOCUMENT AS 


DRAFTED. 


The Japanese Government is Directly 


Interested, 


HONOLULU', May 15, via San Francisco, 


May 22.— The constitution convention, the 
members of which were elected on May 3, 
will meet on May 30. The new constitu- 
tion will be presented to the convention 
for its approval. 


The new government is to be called the 


Republic 
of Hawaii. 
The 
executive 


power will be vested in the president. The 
executive council will consist of five mem- 
bers. instead of four as at present, a min- 
ister of health and education being added. 
The uppt-r house will consist of losen- 
stora Senators must be 80 years old, able 
•o read uud write English, shall have re- 
sided in the islands three years, own 
property not less than $3000 in value and 
have an income of $1200 u yeur. 


Thi- lissom bly or lower house is to con- 


sist of 13 members, six from Ouhu and 
three each frum the other ialauds. They 
will serve two years only. A mtmber of 
the assembly must be a citizen of Hawaii 
or of any country which hus tresvty rela- 
tions with Hawaii, and have resided .in 
the isl«nc!s for a yejir, able to read and 
write the English or Hawaiian language, 
except in case of those who voted in the 
recent election. 


Present Administration Acceptable. 
Meetings of the leai*!:ilnre are to be 


held evtry two years. Each session is 
limited to 90 days and neither house can 
adjauru mure than two days without the 
coiisi-nt of the other. The president will 
have the power of veto, which can be 
overruled by a two-thirds vote of both 
houses. It is the present intention to 
have President Dole mippointed for a 
term of two years, possibly six, after 
which the offices will be filled by regular 
elections. 
It is more likely that the 


present ministers will be retained for a 
year; as their appointment rests with the 
president.

The Referendum Amendment Considered 


-The 40O Feet Bill Ordered to Third 
Heading. 


BOSTON, May 23.—The senate ordered to 
third reading the bill to exempt prop- 


erty in the hands of foreign executors, 
administrators and trustees from double 
taxation 


Tbe bill relative to granting licenses 


for the sale of intoxicating liquors to ba 
exercised on premises within 400 feet of 
public schools, measured on streei lines, 
WHB ordered to a third reading. 


The bill providing that only registered 


pharmacists shall be eligible to receive 
druggists' liquor licenses wag passed to 
be engrossed. 


Mr. Milton moved to rnmend the bill 


relative to the issue of stock and bonds 
by railroad and street railway companies, 
by providing that nothing in the measure 
shall be construed as requiring the ap- 
proval of the railroad commissioners to 
the issue by at*/ railroad company of 
capital stock or bonds duly authorized 
by this commonwealth, the proceeds of 
which are to be expended in. another 
state or country, or which aro to pay for 
borrowed money expended in another 
state or country.

BFRLIN, May 2'i—It is reported here 


that ex-Chancellor Leist, the German 
official who is charged with so many 
atrocities during his administration of the 
Cimcroon colony, "West Afncn, has fled 
to the United States. 


The Wilmington Garbage crematory, 


tvbich the committee appointed by the 
Lowell city government, on the disposal of 
garbage, went to inspect, is erected on a 
large plot of land, situated about one mile 
from the center ot the city, and adjoining 
aiany dwellings and the large ship and car j r 
woiLs of Harlan and llallingsworth. 


The buildine is a wooden structure, 


tightly built. 
According to the statement 


of Mr. Colquhuin, secretary of the board of 
health of Wiltningtou. the crematory is 
capable of destroying 0 tons of garbage 
each hour, and it requires but 20 gallons of 
oil for this amount. 


The cost is in the vicinity of 40 to 43 


cents per ton gross, hut deducting the 
amount received from the sale of theaslies, 
leaves a net cost of from 20 to 22^ cents 
per ton. In Wilmington the city is divid- 
ed into four districts under tbe watch of 
three men. There are 15 wagons which 
bring in a couple of loads of swill each day. 
No coinplamtihas ever been made that un- 
pleasant odors are emitted from the cre- 
matory. 


The cremator is 48 feet long and 9 feet 


wide. Theie are ten dumping ports, and 
through any on« of these, by 'means of a 
iunnel-like arrangement the garbage is 
thrown into the flarae. The fire which 
consumes it is heated to a temperature of 
2SOO degrees, and the flame passes both 
over and under the gaibage, so that the 
swill is thoroughly burned. There is a 
pipe attached to the cremator which es- 
iiausts air from the building, and by means 
of it all the odor and gas ace put back into 
tbe furnace and destrojed without being 
allowed to escape. 
Air is injected into the

under the garbage. All the water in the 
crematory is converted into steam and then 
decomposed by means of a radiating cham- 
ber underneath. 
'1 lie oil is fed to the cre- 


mator from a large Link outside the build- 
ing. 


Formerly, in Wilmington, the garbage 


was collected by contractors who had pig- 
geries on the outskirts of the city, and fed 
the swill to swine. Considerable objection 
was raised to this, and in 1892 Mr. Col- 
quhuin visited numerous cities, including 
Lowell, in the United States, and upon his 
return recommended cremation 
as the 


best means of disposing of garbage 
He 


told the board of health that in his opinion 
the best furnaces were the Brown, Engel 
and Hervcy. 


He had seen tbe Brown system at work 


near one of the docks in Boston. 
A. site 


was first secured and then bids weie 
called for and received from the American 
Garbage Crematory company, repiesenting 
tbe Brown system, and from the Engel 
system. 


The contract was anauled the American 


company, and the Brown system was es- 
tablished in Wilmington. The company 
filed 
a 
bond 
of 
^2300 
for 
five 


vears, guaranteeing that 
the cost 
of 


i fpairs for the crematory vrould not ex- 
eed $300 a year; that the gross cost of de- 
iroying garbage would not exceed 45 
jfnts per ton; and that no unpleasant 
odors shall be emitted. The plant cost the 
city 810,000, of which $2500 \vas paid for 
he upper floor of the building which is 
milt of iron rods, wrought iron and 
cement. The sum of $2000 has been ap- 
propriated by the city to run the ciematory 
.his year, and it costs about 811,000 to cof- 
ect the garbage of the whole city. The 
Plannigan improved steel garbage cart is 
used iii the collection of garbage and three 
trips are made to each locality dunne the 
week. The section covered is about" 1 34 
miles square. 


The c-rt when loaded weighs 2800 Ibs. 


Last January the city sold 10 tons of the 
ashes for 8100; and a factory near by has 
offpred to purchase all the ashes during 
the year for 89 per ton. 


Just for a test the men have b'irnei 70 


tons of swill during a period of 12 nours. 


Tiie crematory was worked ulnle the 


committee was inspecting it, and several 
oads of caibage were burned in surpris- 
ingly quick time.

Wuliard Spring; Joseph Jerkins, a practi- 
cal plumber; J. C. Lewis, general superin- 
tendent of the Diamond State Iron com- 
pany: and William Colquhuin.
